Seven federal prisoners unexpectedly 
and gratefully em barked on new lives 
here yesterday, boarding buses to where 
their old civilian lives had left off 
They were draft resisters confined at 
Lom poc s 
F e d e ra l 
C o rre c tio n a l 
Institution (FCI) and, until yesterday 
morning, facing sentences of from six 
months to two years for refusing to don 
a helmet or lift a rifle in Vietnam 
Four ol them were doing time in the 
minimum 
security cam p, 
sometime 
home of a series of renown W atergate 
offenders The other three were locked 
up in the institution's starker main 
penitentiary 
One had been in prison 
only several weeks before the surprise 
release came 
By 2 p.m yesterday afternoon they 
were all men on their way home. 
The 
word 
came 
at 
10:30 
a m 
yesterday as another day of confinement 
was getting uneventfully under way It 
was then that the seven were first told of 
a presidential order calling for the 
release on furlough of all inm ates 
convicted of violations of the Selective 
Service Act Several hours later they 
were all processed and more than ready 
to join some 91 other convicted Vietnam 
draft evaders across the nation who 
were the first beneficiaries of President 
Ford's amnesty program. 
None of the seven were deserters 


from m ilitary units. 
“ These were guys who failed to follow 
through with being inducted or with 
taking up alternate service,” said Tom 
Keohane, assistant warden “They were 
released pending evaluation of their 
individual cases by the (nine m an! 
clemency board ” 
Their release marked the end of an 
era. They were the last FCI inm ates 
serving tim e in Lompoc entirely for 
draft related offenses.

on 
furlough,” said acting Warden E arl 
Buzard. “ We did not stipulate a return 
date.” 
Keohane said that technically some of 
them 
could 
be 
returned 
after 
the 
clemency board hearings but that he 
considered this "highly unlikely." 
The estim ated national total of 98 was 
but the tip of the war protest iceberg An 
estim ated 3,000 men have served tim e in 
the United States for draft evasion over 
the Vietnam era 
A total of 15,500 
rem ain charged with draft evasion and 
another 12,500 are accused of desertion 
from the arm ed forces during the 
Vietnam period. 
Tipped off 
to the release move, 
network television news cam eras were 
on the scene yesterday. Prison officials 
had received instructions Monday to 
begin processing prison records for such 
a release

here," 


Keohane said. “ They talked with two 
(inm ates) who consented to talk with 
them and each of them was extrem ely 
elated." 
Four of the newly freed men bound for 
Northern 
California 
celebrated 
at 
Lompoc’s 
Greyhound 
bus 
term inal 
yesterday afternoon as they waited to 
bus back to more orderly civilian lives. 
All said they’d expected to wait from 
three to six months for the am nesty 
machinery to set them free. All added 
they’d been given instructions to report 
to their home town probation officers 
today. 
Of the four, one had served 23 months 
of a two year sentence and two others 
nine months and one year of the same 
term . The last had put in three months 
of a six month confinement. 
Still unclear 
in their minds was 
whether or not they would still be 
required 
to 
undergo 24 
months of 
alternative service. 
All said they’d 
rather return to the local institution and 
serve out their shorter remaining term s 
rather than spend the two years if this 
were the case. 
None of the four men joking at the 
local bus stop yesterday had any idea 
when their case would come up before 
the clemency board But after months 
and years of flight and confinement, 
none appeared to let these uncertainties 
spoil what for them gave every sign of 
being a banner occasion.

President Ford said today the United 
States will increase its food aid to 
hungry nations and is willing to join in a 
worldwide effort to establish an interna 
tional system of food reserves 
He told the 29th session of the United 
Nations General Assembly that the 
world's nations must cooperate "on oil. 
food and inflation” or they may face 
“disaster " 
"A global strategy for food and energy 
is urgently needed,” he declared 
It was Ford’s first m ajor foreign 
policy speech as president He promised 
the world's representatives “ straight 
talk 
While he sketched out broad 
policies in many areas, hunger was the 
subject on which he was most specific. 
He promised three steps: 
— T h e 
U n ite d 
S t a t e s 
w ill 
"substantially 
increase” 
its 
aid 
designed to help other countries grow 
more food on their own 
—"Next, to ensure that the survival of 
millions of our fellow men does not 
depend upon the vagaries of weather, 
the United States is prepared to join in a 
world wide effort to negotiate, establish 
and maintain an international system of 
food reserves 
But each nation must 
determ ine for itself how it m anages its 
reserves.” 
—To meet 
immediate 
needs, 
the 
United States will increase the amount 
it spends on food shipments to nations in 
need. 
“ Thus," the President said, 
“ the 
United States is striving to help define 
and contribute to a cooperative global 
policy to m eet m an’s im m ediate and 
long-term need for food." 
Details of the food reserve proposal 
were not spelled out, but Ford said the 
U n ite d S ta te s 
w ill 
s e t 
fo rth 
comprehensive proposals at the World 
Food conference in Rome in November. 
Setting forth four basic foreign policy 
pledges, Ford said his adm inistration 
will: 


—Pursue a more peaceful, stable and 
cooperative world. 
—"Seek out and expand relations with 
old adversaries ” China was the only 
example he mentioned Cuba would also 
fit. 
—Strive to heal the world’s “old 
wounds ”: Cyprus, the Middle East, 
Indochina. 
— Rededicate the United States to 
"the search for justice, equality and

Electrical rates 
to increase again

Home electricity rates are bounding 
upward again, the city is setting up 
machinery for undergrounding overhead 
utility lines and Lompoc has joined four 
other incorporated cities in a fight with 
the county over locally collected sales 
tax cash. 
These were the upshots last night of a 
City Council session at which public 
attendance shrank back down to 23 after 
last Tuesday’s year-high 120. 
The panel zipped through a varied 
agenda in four and a half hours. It was 
the third long distance m eeting in as 
many weeks for the local board after a 
pair of packed sessions earlier this 
month to ham m er out a decision on the 
volatile fifth council seat issue. And the 
council, city staff and what spectators 
there were showed it. 
It was also the first meeting since the 
board’s decision last Tuesday to stand at 
four m em bers until the March 4, 1975 
special election to fill the vacant fifth 
seat. 
And none of the deadlocked votes 
forecasted for the underfleshed panel 
last Tuesday took place, though the 
absence of Councilman Art Scott, who 
was reported on personal business in 
Fresno, left the voting membership last 
night at three 
The trio voted unanimously on 15 or 16 
questions, including three ordinances 
that got the required three votes to pass, 
and split 2-1 on one motion, defeating it. 
Wholesale electrical power will cost 
the city $30,000 more a year after an 
autom atic three per cent fuel cost 
adjustm ent imposed by Pacific Gas and 
E l e c t r i c 
C o. 
(P G & E ), 
C ity 
Administrator Gene Wahlers reported 
The council voted unanimously to pass 
the increase, which follows 25 per cent 
and 15 per cent price boosts, on to local 
consumers. 
A decision by the Federal Power 
Commission (FPC) allows PG&E to 
pass extra costs or savings from the 
price of power-generating fuel on to 
cities like Lompoc, which own their own 
distribution 
networks 
and 
resell 
electricity to their residents, Wahlers 
said. The extra costs have outnumbered 
the savings. 
Unlike the two larger rate hikes, the 
fuel cost boost may not be appealed by 
the city, Wahlers said, due to the 
commission ruling The extra three per 
cent 
jacks 
the 
average 
domestic 
monthly power bill in the city from 
$10.81 to $11.14. It also renders out of 
date a 
local electricity 
rate boost 


ROUND AND ROUND she goes and

Lompoc’s steadily turning electricity 
m eters are humming a dearer tune 
since the City Council last night hiked 
local residential power rates for the 
second time this month The reason has 
been a total 43 per cent hike in the price 
the city must pay for wholesale power. 


enacted by the panel the third of this 
month in response to an FPC decision to 
allow the 15 per cent wholesale hike to 
take effect immediately. 
The city had successfully stalled the 
advent of the 25 per cent increase 
through the Northern California Power 
Agency (NCPA) for several months, 
saving thousands. But the agency failed 
in a similar appeal to postpone the 
subsequent 15 per cent increase. 
The Sept. 3 action boosted city rates 
5.4 per cent immediately and another 
15.6 per cent effective Jan. 1. 
Soaring 
increases in the cost of 
electrical hardware and a net jump of 
$250,000 in Lompoc’s power bill since 
April were cited by Wahlers at that time 
as reasons why the city could no longer 
absorb the wholesale hikes or avoid 
passing them on to residents.

Roden seeks suspension of D.A. Minier

Minier was reported out of his office 
today and not available for comment, 
but Gerald Sperry who heads the north 
county DA’s office in Santa Maria, 
defended 
himself 
against 
Roden’s 
charges. 
"H e’s down there playing 
gam es,” Sperry said 
* There are no 
procedures for removal of Dave Minier 
from 
o f f ic e .” 
sh o rt 
of

demonstration that Minier is not doing 
his job 


Roden is due to take office in January 
Sperry said Minier had arranged to take 
Roden into the district attorney’s office 
Oct 1 as a deputy in preparation for 
taking over, but that the date had been 
moved to Nov. 1 and now "he probably 


won’t come in.” 
Roden launched an attack against the 
district attorney’s office Tuesday as a 
result of what he term ed "special 
tre a tm e n t" 
afforded 
a 
d is tric t 
attorney’s investigator, George Allen 
Begg, 
who had been charged with 
intoxicated driving and was perm itted 
to plead guilty to a lesser charge of 
reckless driving, resulting in a fine of 
$150. In his successful campaign to 
unseat Minier in the June Prim ary 
E lection 
Roden 
had 
rep eatedly 
criticized 
Minier 
for 
engaging 
in 
num erous 
real 
estate 
and 
loan 
transactions 


Sperry, a top Mmier aide who heads 
the Santa Maria office of the district 
attorney, cam e in for criticism with 
Minier for handling of Begg’s case 
Sperry was asserted to have filed an 
amended complaint last Friday which 
led to Begg getting a sm aller fine than 


would have occurred under the more 
serious charge. 


Sperry told the Record today that 
Begg had a tested alcohol level in his 
blood o f . 18 per cent, but said there were 
other circum stances. A level of .10 per 
cent is enough to start drunk driving 
prosecution in most cases. 
Sperry said his investigation into the 
case indicated that Begg was accused 
initially of driving in a way that almost 
forced another driver off the road 
Sperry said that only after testing Begg 
did the police lodge the drunk driving 
charge and that a five-page report on the 
case even now does not include any 
statem ent that Begg was a drunk driver 
Records show Begg pleaded guilty to 
reckless driving and was fined $150 by 
Santa Barbara Municipal Judge Arnold 
Gowans. 
Plea bargaining took place between 
Minier’s office and Begg’s legal counsel, 


Ron Fairfield, former deputy under 
Minier, Roden said he learned 
In charging that Begg got more 
lenient treatm ent from the district 
attorney’s office 
than 
the average 
citizen would receive, Roden said he is 
calling the m atter to the attention of the 
State Attorney General, County Grand 
Jury, Board of Supervisors and State 
Bar Assn. 
The 
Roden-Minier 
feud 
is 
being 
pursued in another way before the Board 
of Supervisors Roden, it is expected, 
will seek to dispose of some of M inier’s 
top aides in January if it is found they

The county is in need of both 
funding and personnel from the 
state and Federal agencies to 
halt the threat to human life 
and companion animals 
County Health Department 
representatives 
on 
Tuesday 
said 
the number of rabid 
animals and bats found in the 
affected areas rose to 16. with a 
10th rabid skunk found in Santa 
Ynez Valley, and a rabid fox 
which bit a 19-vear-old youth in 
the head in the Cuyama area 
Dale Coleman, of Lawndale, 
was bitten as he tried to fend 
off 
the 
rabid 
fox 
in 
a 
campground in Bates Canyon, 
Cuyama Valley. He was in his 
sleeping bag at the time. The 
incident occurred at 3 a m. 
Sunday. Coleman was able to 
shoot the fox and a laboratory 
analysis just finalized showed 
the animal was rabid. Coleman 
is 
now 
understood 
to 
be 
undergoing 
anti-rabies 
inoculations. 
The latest rabid skunk in 
Santa Ynez Valley has been 
found at 2450 Calzada Ave., in 
the town of Santa Ynez. 
Bats, which carry rabies 
along with skunks, have been 
producing scares as well on the 
South Coast, with rabid bats 
uncovered 
in 
G o leta, 
Carpinteria and Santa Barbara 
areas 
In 
addition, 
undisclosed 
numbers of live bats have been 
found in a chimney hole in the 
Lobero 
Building 
in 
Santa 
Barbara, and in eaves in the 
San ta 
B a rb a ra 
C ity 
Recreational Center. 


Health 
officials 
said 
the 
Lobero Building bats are being 
sealed off, and a live bat 
captured at the recreational 
center is being tested for 
rabies. 


There were reports that the 
Lobero Building may have to 
be closed for fumigation. But 
Tuesday, 
health 
authorities 
said this isn’t necessary. The 
building houses a number of 
County Welfare Department 
employes.

Seven 
years 
ago 
Louan 
Lundberg decided that if her 
five children were going to be 
able to go to college she'd have 
to find a job to supplement the 
family income. She answered 
an 
advertisement 
in 
the 
newspaper for a bus driver and 
the rest is history. In a few 
weeks she’ll pass her 
six- 
month probationary period and 
if all goes well become the 
permanent head bus driver for 
Lompoc Unified School District 
— the first woman to hold the 
job in the district and one of the 
few in thè state. 
She was a relief driver at 
first, then was assigned a 
regular route early, in 1968 
Since that time Mrs. Lundberg 
has driven large and small 
buses in every area of the 
sprawling 
d istrict 
that 
regularly buses about half of 
the 12,000 student population. 
When she was named head 
bus driver she took a lot of good 
natured 
ribbing 
from 
her 
fellow workers, but she knows 
what the job requires and she’s 
proved she can be tough when 
that is necessary. 
“ We have six new drivers,” 
she 
said 
Tuesday, 
then 
amended that to “ five.” “ I had 
to let one go today. What 
happened? 
He 
was 
tardy 
arriving on the job a couple of 
times and missed a session 
com pletely 
on 
another 
occasion,” Mrs. Lundberg said. 
She 
considers 
her 
main 
function that of training new 
drivers and keeping the system 
safety conscious. However, she 
drives a regular run each day, 
handles a regular stint on out- 
of-district class field trips, and 
will double during the summer 
as a scheduler for summer 
school bus runs. In addition to 
all that, she serves as a relief 
driver — sometimes with only 
a few minutes notice — and 
presides over her own office 
and all the paper work that the 
job entails.

after running the gauntlet of 
state. 
Highway 
Patrol 
and 
district 
testing 
procedures. 
Then there were years of

never get bored.” — and has 
reduced the complexities of 
being a “ school bus driver” to 
two elements: 1) Driving the 
bus. 2) Student control. She 
thinks

them And Mrs. Lundberg is 
going to insist on it.

Hutson and John Stahl. They 
were in the Grand Jury room in 
the

Council tackles animal control law

licenses since June 29, it was 
revealed at last night’s City 
Council meeting. 
That was the date the county 
enacted higher dog license fees 
and 
imposed 
new, 
tougher 
animal control regulations But 
the city has an animal control 
ordinance of its own and it was 
only last night that the local 
panel got around to consider 
bringing it into line with the 
new county program. 
Alberta 
Morgan, 
a 
city 


resident, told the council that 
many Lompocans have been 
charged $6 for new dog licenses 
by county officials at the 
Lompoc Animal Shelter. 
The county rate has been $6 
since June 29 But the city rate 
is still $4 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan 
Davidson agreed with Mrs. 
Morgan that he’s heard of city 
residents being charged the 
higher fee. Neither he nor the 
council offered guidance on 
how the overpayments could be 
refunded, though the attorney

It was at that meeting, early 
this month, that the panel also 
voted to lay out up to $50,000 as 
Lompoc’s share of an NCPA 
project 
to 
develop 
an 
independent geothermal source 
of power for its member cities. 
The council last night passed 
the first reading of an amended 
ordinance allowing itself to set 
up assessment districts within 
the city for the undergrounding 
of overhead power lines. PG&E 
owns a number of distribution 
lines which cross the city 
enroute 
out-of-town 
areas 
which buy power retail from 
the utility. The city itself owns 
much of the local overhead 
hardware. 
The ordinance will allow the 
co u n cil 
to 
req u ire 
undergrounding of all overhead 
lines within specified districts 
after 
a 
series 
of 
public 
hearings. 
The 
utilities, 
including the city, would pay 
for the actual undergrounding 
but district residents would be 
left with the cost of converting 
their homes to accept power 
from the underground lines — 
at a cost of from $200 to $400 
per structure. 
The sales tax standoff comes 
as a result of the state’s 
Bradley-Burns Uniform Sales 
and Use Tax Law, which allows 
counties and their incorporated 
cities to haggle over the one 
sixth of the uniform six per 
cent sales tax collected within 
incorporated cities. 
Under the act’s breakdown, 
the state takes a 4 5 per cent 
cent sales tax everywhere and 
another .25 per cent goes into a 
special 
transportation 
fund. 
The remaining one per cent, 
also efficiently collected by the 
state, goes into county coffers 
unless it is collected within 
incorporated 
cities. 
In 
the 
latter case, the act allows 
county governments to avail 
themselves of part of the one 
per cent earmarked for city 


treasuries. 
Santa Barbara county takes 
two per cent of this one per 
cent which, in Lompoc’s case, 
amounted to $10,292 in 1973. 
The fraction differs in other 
counties throughout the state 
and is left up to negotiations 
between the cities and their 
counties in the act. 
The 
Lompoc council 
last 
night 
passed 
a 
resolution 
asserting that “ it is not fair or 
equitable that the County of 
Santa 
Barbara continue 
to 
receive two per cent of the 
sales 
and use tax imposed 
within the boundaries of the 
cities located 
within 
the 
county.” 
At 
an 
August 
meeting, 
leaders 
of 
Santa 
Barbara 
county’s 
five 
incorporated 
cities agreed 
that, as the 
resolution 
continues, 
“ the 
County 
of 
Santa 
Barbara 
performs no service for and 
has no rational entitlement to 
two per cent of said one per 
cent sales and use tax. ” 
The doomsday weapon the 
cities could wield would be the 
enactment of separate sales 
and use taxes of their own. This 
would upset the Bradley-Burns 
applecart since it would create 
non-uniform 
taxes 
across 
county and city lines. The 
result would be that the state 
law would become inoperative 
in the county. The county 
couldn’t enact a sales tax and 
the cities couldn’t receive their 
sales tax 
revenues without 
collecting them themselves, at 
great expense. 
“ The city of Santa Barbara 
approached them (the county) 
originally 
and 
received 
a 
rather non-factual statement 
from Mr Johnson, a county 
administrative officer.” said 
Alan Davidson, Lompoc city 
attorney, last night 
“ We feel that if they're fully 
informed and responsive to the 
public, they’ll go our way on 
this,” he added 


agreed that they should be. 
County 
animal 
control 
officers enforce the city animal 
control ordinance within the 
city, he said, and are supported 
in this effort by fees they 
collect from city residents. But 
they have no authorization, 
Davidson said, to charge the 
county rate within city limits. 
Davidson argued last night 
for passage of an ordinance 
which would match the city 
animal control regulations with 
the county’s. The issue was 
postponed until the council’s 
Oct. 
1 
meeting, 
when the 
attorney will report on the 
wisdom of adding a proviso 
requiring 
animal 
control 
officials to move quickly to 
make medical determinations 
for rabies in cases of dog bites. 
The proposed city ordinance, 
among other things, would 
limit the length of leashes for 
dogs to 6 feet. This, Davidson 
said, 
would 
prevent 
the 
occasional 20 or 30 foot leashes 
which 
he 
said 
have 
been 
observed 
Another change would be the 
neutering policy for city-caught 
dogs at the V Street and 
Central Avenue animal shelter. 
Under the new rules, any dogs 
caught 
would be neutered, 
even if carrying tags and 
quickly asked for by owners. 
Technically, 
this 
will 
also 
apply to valuable show dogs, 
though 
the 
attorney 
said 
shelter officials might exercise 
some discretion in such a case. 
Fees would go from $4 to $6 
for 
licenses 
of 
unneutered 
canines and from $4 to $3 for 
neutered dogs and pets of 
senior 
citizens. 
Grooming 
shops would be added to the list 
of pet establishments required 
to pay $20 fees. 
But until about a month after 
the first passage of the city 
ordinance, city dog owners will 
still be able to license their 
pets for $4 
In an unrelated action last 
night, the council also passed 
the 
first 
reading 
of 
an 
ordinance limiting the size of 
residential garba'ge cans to 32 
gallons and 80 pounds when 
full. The measure would allow 
the use of plastic bags for city 
waste collection and prohibit 
the 
permanent 
storage 
of 
garbage containers in front 
yards or 
front corners of 
residential lots 
City Public Works Director 
Barrv 
Gustafson 
said 
the 


weight limit on the receptacles 
is designed to protect city solid 
waste collectors from injuries 
from unexpectedly trying to lift 
containers 
crammed 
with 
heavy substances like cement.

The violence over school 
busing in Boston and controver­ 
sial textbooks in Charleston, 
W.Va , has eased, but teachers 
strikes elsewhere have delayed 
the start of school for thou­ 
sands of students. 
Attendance inched upward 
Tuesday and only a few minor 
incidents of 
violence were 
reported 
in 
Boston on the 
fourth day of classes under a 
court-ordered busing program 
to integrate the city's schools. 
Attendance increased to 72.6 
per cent, but thousands of 
students still remained away 
from their classrooms. 
An adult riding in a car was 
slightly injured in a stoning 
incident in south Boston In a 
second incident at Hyde Park 
School, five whites threw rocks 
at 22 black students boarding a 
bus to go home. There were no 
injuries and no arrests. 
Kanawha County, W. Va., 
public schools reopened Tues­ 
day after a violent protest over 
textbooks considered obscene 
by some parents. A bomb 
threat 
forced 
a temporary 
suspension of classes at one 
school, 
and 
bomb 
threats 
occurred at two other schools. 
No bombs were found 
Pickets in adjoining Fayette 
County prevented school buses 
from running, driving attend­ 
ance down, and in adjacent 
Boone County schools were 
closed 
as 
a 
precautionary 
measure. 
A suit filed in federal court 
seeks to prevent use of the 
controversial textbooks. 
In 
Federal 
Way, 
Wash., 
teachers pulled down picket 
lines at schools being used at 
polling places for Tuesday’s 
Washington primary election. 
Hundreds of parents in the 
strike-bound city have demand­ 
ed 
that 
the 
school 
board 
negotiate in good faith with the 
600 striking teachers, who are 
seeking a 10.5 per cent pay 
hike. 
Schools remained closed in 
Racine, Wis. today after one 
judge ordered them opened and 
another judge later counter­ 
manded the order. 
Michigan and Pennsylvania 
also were plagued by teachers' 
strikes. Ten school districts in 
each state were the targets of 
continuing strikes.

Salaries were previously peg­ 
ged to the average pay for 20 
selected police departments, 
including smaller ones, where 
wages are well below metro­ 
politan cities.

Alexis Johnson and Vladimir S. 
Semonov, head of the Soviet 
delegation, scheduled a late 
morning meeting to resume the 
second round of Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks after a six- 
month recess. 
Johnson said Tuesday he is 
hopeful of getting approval 
next year for a comprehensive 
nuclear arms reduction pact 
running until 1985. 
"I think we have a right to be 
reasonably optimistic," he said 
in an interview released by the 
American mission in Geneva. 
Some other U.S. government 
officials 
expressed 
private 
doubts, however, about the 
SALT talks leading to a far- 
reaching agreement by the end 
of 1975.

Minister Harold Wilson today 
ordered a parliamentary ger,er 
al election Oct 10 in a bid to 
break 
a 
six-month long 
political stalemate and win a 
new five year mandate to deal 
with Britain’s economic crisis 
Wilson’s 
governing 
Labor 
party said if it wins it will push 
through a program of frankly 
Socialist measures, including 
state control of wide sectors of 
industry still in private owner 
ship 
Because the Wilson govern­ 
ment does not command a 
majority in the present par­ 
liament, the Conservatives and 
Liberals together have been 
able to block such measures so 
far. 
Wilson made the election 
announcement 
in 
a 
brief 
statement from his 10 Downing 
Street office that Queen Eli­ 
zabeth has "graciously sig 
nified" she will comply with his 
request to dissolve the present 
parliament. 
The 
announcement 
came 
after weeks of mounting speeu 
lation that Wilson would hold 
an October election Although 


the 
campaign 
only 
opens 
officially 
next 
Monday, 
all 
three main parties already 
have published their election 
manifestoes 
Before releasing the announ­ 
cement, Wilson informed his 
cabinet at an unscheduled one 
hour meeting

House slashes Nixon fund 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
An 
angry 
House 
appropriations 
subcommittee 
has 
slashed 
$452,000 from President Ford’s 
request for $850,000 to finance 
former 
President 
Richard 
Nixon’s return to private life. 
The 13-member panel voted 
7-6 Tuesday to cut the total 
supplemental 
appropriations 
request 
to 
$398,000 
after 
rejecting attempts to reduce 
the sum to a flat $200,000 Some 
subcommittee 
members, 
including Rep. Tom Bevill, D- 
Ala., wanted to deny all funds 
for Nixon except his $60,000 
annual presidential pension 


Chairman Tom Steed, D- 
Okla , said opposition to the 
Nixon funds was so intense 
within the subcommittee, "1 
was surprised I got as much out 
of the committee as I did " He 
said the six members who 
voted against the final figure 
wanted to reduce it further. 
Ford had sought $450,000 
under a presidential transition 
law to provide Nixon with staff 
assistance to help in declassify­ 
ing and sorting his presidential 
papers and answer a mountain 
of mail that has come in since 
his resignation.

"Never before have I been 
involved in a study whose 
results turned out to be so far 
off from what I expected," said 
Dr. Forrest S. Tennant. 


He studied the family and 
moral histories of 5,000 Ameri­ 
can soldiers in Europe in 1971 
to determine the relationship 
between 
youthful 
character 
traits and later alcoholism and 
drug dependence. 
His study was submitted as 
his doctoral thesis to the UCLA 
School of Public Health. 
He said he began the study 
figuring 
that 
clean-living 
youths —who belonged to the 
Scouts, went out for athletics, 
cared 
for 
pets 
and 
were 
interested in wholesome group 
activities — would be less 
likely to become alcoholics or 


addicts. 
There is no such relationship, 
he said the study showed 


He said he did turn up three 
factors — of the 107 each 
soldier was surveyed on — that 
made a difference. Those who 
began drinking at home before 
age 15 were more likely to 
become alcoholics, he said

lessened 
the possibility 
of 
becoming a drug abuser. 
Spanking holds an ambiguous 
position 
Those 
who 
were 
spanked as children were less 
likely 
to 
take 
narcotics 
—unless they had been spanked 
frequently, three times a week 
or more, in which case they 
were more likely to turn to 
dope. 
"I was hoping to come up 
with a kind of recipe for 
parents, but it didn t turn out 
that way," Tennant said. 
"Spank 
them 
moderately, 
send them to church and don’t 
give them drinks until they’re 
over 15 —that’s about all we 
can say."

Hurricane Fifi aims 
for tip of Honduras 


MIAMI tUPI) 
Hurricane 
Fifi, sixth tropical storm of the 
season, aimed its 125 mile an 
hour 
wind 
gusts 
at 
the 
northeast tip of Honduras today 
and forecasters said the winds 
could be stronger by the time 
the storm touches land 
The national Hurricane Cen 
ter in Miami also warned the 
100 residents of Swan Island to 
continue 
their 
hurricane 
precautions 
At midnight Fifi was about 
100 miles off the northeast tip 
of Honduras near 16 1 degrees 
north latitude and 82 0 degrees 
west longitude 
It slowed its 
forward 
movement Tuesday 
night but was expected to 
resume moving west southeest 
at 10 miles an hour 
Up to 10 inches of rain was 
expected to accompany the 
hurricane, raising a threat of 
flash floods along the Honduras 
shore, rimmed by 6,000 foot 
mountain peaks 
Tides as much as 10 feet 
above normal were expected 
along the Honduras coast just 
ahead of the center of the 
hurricane 


The Hurricane center said 
that 
Fifi’s 
west-southwest 
course would take its center 
across the coast of Honduras in 
the 
Laguna 
Caratasca-Cape 
Caramon area. 


“ Preparations 
should 
be 
rushed 
to 
completion 
for 
increasing winds which may 
reach 100 miles an hour by noon 
Wednesday 
over 
extreme 
northeast Honduras and spread 
westward along the remaining 
north coast during the after­ 
noon and evening," the Weath­ 
er bulletin said 


The National Hurricane Cen­ 
ter bulletin warned small craft 
and fishing boats to seek safe 
harbors in Honduras, northeast 
Nicaragua, Swan Island, and 
from Guatemala northward to 
Mexico’s Yucatan peninsula 


Forecaster Paul Hebert said 
at midnight the hurricane had 
sustained winds of 100 miles an 
hour and gusts to 125 miles an 
hour. 


"It appears to be still gaining 
strength and there is no reason 
why that should not continue 
until it reaches land," Hebert 
said. 


Move for 
Jaworski 
report made 


WASHINGTON IU PD -Sen ­ 
ate Democratic Whip Robert 
Byrd is considering legislation 
that would permit Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski to 
make a full report on former 
President Nixon s involvement 
in the Watergate scandal. 


Jaworski wrote Byrd and 
seven other senators Tuesday 
that he lacked the authority to 
issue a final report on Nixon's 
actions. 


“ I ’m considering legislation 
to remedy this," Byrd told 
UPI. He said he hadn't drawn 
up a specific proposal yet. 


But it was learned that one 
option under consideration is to 
turn the Watergate grand jury 
into a special grand jury under 
Jaworski's direction 


Jaworski could then deliver 
his evidence to the grand jury, 
which could then 
return a 
"presentment" 
detailing 
Nixon's role in Watergate. 


Byrd and other Democratic 
senators, unhappy that Presi­ 
dent Ford’s pardon of Nixon 
had blocked possible prosecu­ 
tion, had urged Jaworski to 
include Nixon’s role in his final

The spokesman said Scott’s 
parole agents would probably 
find him another place to live. 
A 
self-styled 
“ investment 
broker", Scott was described 
on a 1955 Los Angeles Police 


wanted 
bulletin 
as 
having 
"nearly white hair, piercing 
black eyes," a non-smaoker 
and a teetotaler. 
In one of the state’s most 
publicized murder trials, Scott 
was convicted by a Los Angeles 
jury in 1957 of having killed his 
wife to gam control of her 
estate 
The state Adult authority 
granted 
Scott’s 
parole 
eligibility 
in May, but the 
decision was not made public. 
Officials said Scott worked in 
the prison hospital and kept his 
dignified bearing, but "always 
had a hello or a nod for 
everyone." He lived in the 
"honor block" for medium and 
minimum security prisoners. 
At his trial. Scott did not take 
the stand, but he maintained 
his wife was alive and would 
clear him of the first-degree 
murder charge if she could. 
The prosecution announced 
no corpus delicti would be

Scott’s body had not been seen 
or found since she vanished 
from their posh Bel Air district 
house May 16, 1955 when Scott 
left to buy her a special brand 
of toothpaste.

"I feel very fine,” Kay told 
newsmen on arriving at the 
airport “ 1 was treated very, 
very well.” 
He was scheduled to fly 
almost immediately to a U.S. 
installation 
in 
Thailand, 
switching planes for a flight to 
the Philippines and a checkup 
at Clark Air 
Base, where 
Vietnam 
POWs 
received 
medical examinations. 
Kay and his wife were then 
expected to fly to Honolulu to 
see their children, left behind 
in Hawaii to attend school. 


Kay appeared in good condi­ 
tion as he stepped off the small, 
single-engine British aircraft 
that flew him to freedom. He 
quickly embraced his wife, who 
still wore a POW bracelet with 
his name on it. 


Kay, a pilot for Continental 
Air Services, was captured by 
the Pathet Lao on May 7, 1973.

competitive race against an 
incumbent "without spending

In the 1972 Assembly general 
election 
campaigns, 
Cause 
said, 
incumbents raised an 
average 
of 
$29,378 
while 
challengers facing incumbents 
collected an average of $18,387 
In Senate races that year, it 
said 
incumbents 
raised 
an 
average of $65.306 compared 
with 
$24,737 
collected 
by 
challengers on the average. 
The report pointed out all 19 


incumbent senators seeking re 
election won in 1972 as did 65 of 
69 assemblymen who ran for

Nixon said in his second 
letter that he agreed and

No milk 
price cut 
foreseen 


SACRAMENTO (U PD -T he 
state director of agriculture 
indicated there would be no cut 
in 
m ilk 
p rices 
as 
industry 
spokesmen today testified that 
any 
reduction 
would 
hurt 
dairymen. 
Director C. Brunei Christen­ 
sen, who has the final say on 
milk prices, made the observa­ 
tion at the close Tuesday of the 
first day of hearings into the 
feasibility of reducing Cali­ 
fornia milk prices. 
" I was somewhat disappoint­ 
ed in the consumers’ presenta­ 
tion,” Christensen said. 
“ I 
don’t think at this point it would 
warrant another hearing to 
reduce prices, unless there is 
further testimony.” 
Earlier Tuesday, two econo­ 
mists differed over whether the 
price of milk could be lowered, 
at least at the producer level. 
Consumer groups testified 
that the cost of milk could be 
reduced by 13 cents. The state, 
through the Department of 
Food and Agriculture, sets the 
minimum price of milk at the 
producer, wholesale and retail 
levels. The average statewide 
price of a half gallon now 
stands at 71 cents. 
Dr. Paul Hand, a Pennsyl­ 
vania economist, said problems 
described 
in 
a 
Senate 
resolution 
calling 
for 
the 
hearings could not be solved by 
a reduction in price of drinking 
milk by producers. 
"Costs of production in no 
way justifies any reduction in 
producer prices,” said Hand. 
Polly 
Roberts, 
who 
is 
working 
on 
her 
Ph.D.

agricultural economics at the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, said “I believe I can 
show that government price- 
setting and quotas do produce a 
price on the order of five to six 
cents per half gallon above a 
free market price. 
She said if it is the objective 
of the Bureau of Milk Stabiliza­ 
tion to set milk prices at the 
free market price, it has “ way 
overshot.” 
Dairymen testified that they 
could not undergo a price 
reduction.

Corps. Now 55. Broadus still is with the 
Job Corps in Centerfield, Utah, and 
doubles as the heavyweight champ’s 
personal advisor. 


When I ran into him here changing 
planes for Kinshasa, Zaire, he said 
Foreman ordinarily is not a bleeder. 
Although the cut above the champ’s 
right eye should be entirely healed in

NEW YORK - (NEA) - In these parched dog days at sum­ 
m er’s end, Nolan Ryan stands out on the mound, not only 
alone, but very nearfy in total alien territory. The other tea*m 
is of course trying to beat him, but his own California Angels 
often appear in cahoots. 
The Angels are valiantly trying to attain the worst record 
in m ajor league baseball this season, while Nolan Ryan is 
pursuing records in the opposite direction. 
Ryan is striking out people like crazy, giving up few hits 
and walking fewer than ever. But let him throw one hanging 
curve in the gam e, one zipless fast ball and his pitcher s 
mound becomes Boot Hill, with the rubber on top a cleat- 
carved tombstone. 
At one point by late August, Ryan had won only six of his 
last 11 games. All losses w ere by one run: three 2-1, one 3-2, 
and one 1-0. In the 1-0 loss, he struck out 19 batters in 11 
innings. 
“Sure it’s depressing,” says Ryan, “But I just think that 
I’ve got to salvage this season with personal records.” He 
says he wants to win 20 games, and to add to his strikeout 
records (to become the first to strike out 400 in a season?). He 
has already become the only man in history to have three 
300-or-more strikeout seasons. 
It seems, though, that he very nearly has to pitch a no-hit­ 
ter to win (he has three, to tie a major league record). 
After a recent gam e in which he lost to the Yankees 2-1 in 
the ninth inning, the lean-looking 27-year-old Ryan came out 
of the trainer’s room. He had had his right arm rubbed with 
alcohol to close the pores so he wouldn t get a draft. 
Once, he used to stick his pitching index finger into a b ar­ 
rel of pickle brine in hopes of alleviating blisters. But all that 
did was turn Ryan’s finger green. Now, he has the trainer 
scalpel off excess skin on the finger before a game. And that 
has prevented blistering. 
A team m ate had left on Ryan’s stool a slice of the pizza 
that had been delivered to the Angels’ dressing room. Ryan 
S 
iietlv returned the pizza slice to the table in the center of 
e silent! sweat-shrouded room. He had no appetite, after 
yet another agonizing loss. 
Ryan sat nftw and slowly took off the tape around his right 
big toe and over two other places on the top of his right foot; 
the tape prevents skin being ripped away when he drags his 
foot while delivering his pitch. 
Everything about him belies an ornery strikeout ace. Ryan 
speaks with a soft Texas drawl. He is fuzzy cheeked, with 
short boyish, dirty-blond hair and an ingenuous birth m ark 
on his chin. But, unlike Sandy Koufax, Ryan is not shy about 
brushing a batter back. 
He is 6-2, but wears only a 32-inch pant leg. So his stride is 
only conventional and not awesome. Yet his legs, though rel­ 
atively short are solid. (“A lot of my strength comes from my 
legs,” says Ryan. “I get the thrust from there.”) 
Ryan’s right arm is not bulgy either. But his forearm and 
wrist are apparently more steely than most. And that’s 
where he says he gets his powerful leverage at the point of 
releasing the bail. 
Kvan developed his wrist strength as a teen-ager when he 
worked for his father, a Dallas newspaper distributor. Every 
morning young Nolan rolled 500 thick new spapers into tight, 
com pact cylinders. 
One of his catchers, Ellie Rodriguez, says that Ryan’s fast­ 
ball is easy to catch, and doesn’t even hurt his hand as much 
as some other pitchers on the team. “Nolie’s fast ball rises,

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Floating power plant 
may be in our future 


REDONDO BEACH, Calif 
(U PI) - Huge floating power 
plants, driven by the tempera­ 
ture difference between near­ 
freezing currents deep in the 
ocean and warm waters at the 
surface, may one day provide 
pollution-free energy for cities 
and factories on land 
The idea of thus harnessing 
the ocean is an old one, but it 
has never been successfully 
demonstrated on a large scale 
Today, however, researchers 
are 
working 
under 
two 
separate contracts from the 
National Science Foundation to 
see whether theory can be 
turned into practice to help 
relieve the energy shortage. 
“ We foresee the possibility of 
100 to 500 megawatt power 
generating 
plants 
operating 
from 
floating 
ocean 
platforms," said Bob Douglass 
of TRW Inc., one of the firms to 
which the NSF turned “ A pilot 
plant to prove the concept 
could be operating in the early 
1980s " 
A plant capable of generating 
100 megawatts of electricity 
might satisfy the needs of 
residential customers in a city 
with a population of 300.000 or 
400,000 persons. 
Lloyd Trimble of Lockheed 
Missile and Space Co., the firm 
conducting 
the 
other 
NSF 
study, said a string of these 
power plants might be an­ 
chored in the Gulf Stream a 
few miles off the U.S. East 


Coast to serve cities from 
Miami northward 
One major question still to be 
answered, 
however, 
is 
the 
effect that many of these plants 
operating in the same area 
might produce as they cooled 
the ocean surface and raised 
temperatures in the deeps The 
temperature change would be 
small, but the environmental 
effects have not been deter­ 
mined 
TRW's 
Energy Group 
at 
Redondo Beach was granted a 
1391,427 contract by the NSF in 
August to conduct a nine month 
study At the same time the 
NSF gave Lockheed's Ocean 
Systems Division at Sunnyvale. 
Calif., a $328,188 contract for a 
similar feasibility study.

would 
probably 
look like a long pipe projecting 
from the bottom of a floating 
platform that might be 300 feet 
in diameter 


It would take in warm water 
at the upper end and cold water 
at the boiler and cold water at 
the 
lower end 
to cool 
a 
condenser. A secondery fluid, 
such as ammonia or freon, 
would circulate between the 
boiler and condenser. 


"The warmer water ... would 
vaporize a refrigerant gas such 
as freon to drive a turbine 
generator," 
Douglass 
said. 


“ Colder water would ... cool 
the gas again and start the 
cycle over." 
This type of plant might have 
to operate far out at sea, where 
electric power lines to the 
shore would be impractical. 
For that reason, the plant's 
electricity might be used to 
break 
down seawater 
into 
hydrogen, a fuel which could be 
transported to land by pipeline 
or tanker. 
In a sense, these floating 
power plants would be tapping 
solar energy 
Between 
the 
Tropics 
of 
Cancer 
and Capricorn, 
the 
ocean’s 
surface 
stays 
an 
almost constant 77 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
because 
of 
the 
balance between daytime solar 
heating and the cooling effect 
of evaporation 
At the same time, cold water 
from melting snow and ice far 
from the equator slides to the 
depths 
and slowly 
moves 
toward 
the equator 
.This 
results 
in 
temperatures of 
about 40 degrees Fahrenheit in 
depths as shallow as 1,000 feet 
between the two tropics 
An early plant working on 
this principle was used to 
produce 22 kilowatts of elec­ 
tricity in Cuba in 1929 Two 
experimental plants with a 3.5 
megawatt

"They still see the woman as 
the homemaker." 
Some women also are at fault 
for this image. As Ms. Moss 
said, "W e’re conditioned to 
think of ourselves as people 
who believe we ll be taken care 
of. 
"Women don't often want to 
make their own decisions. They 
seek out the experts when they 
could 
be 
their 
own. 
The 
potential is there." 
Ms. Moss, a divorcee and 
mother of two teen-agers, holds 
graduate degrees in philosophy 
from the City University of 
New 
York 
(CUNY) 
and 
formerly 
taught 
there. 
At 
present, she is an assistant 
treasurer and the only woman 


loan officer at New York’s 
Central State Bank, a small 
commercial bank now in its 
50th year. 
She went into the finance 
world by one of those fluke 
routes.

attended by many bankers, Ms. 
Moss 
expressed 
her 
frustrations, especially as a 
liberationist, at dealing with

Why do women need the tools

One caution Ms Moss offered 
came from her father, a retired 
restaurant owner He once told 
her, “ If you lose your job, you 
could be financially strapped 
for a while. 


"But if you lose your business, 
there is more than the dollar 
drain.

Ford considering detente with Cuba 
Coming nuclear nightmare

II Greece or Turkey pos­ 
sessed nuclear arm s, the 
Cyprus crisis could have 
shaken the world much more 
than d did A few years from 
now, nuclear arms may be in 
the hands ol about 25 coun* 
tries, some of them smaller or 
p o o r e r 
th a n G r e e c e or 
Turkey, some of them ruled 
by im petuous demagogues, 
some l»y weak governments 
that could not stop military 
or other bellicose factions 
gaining control of these arms. 
The test that India staged 
in May showed how easily an 
ex p lo siv e d e v ic e c an be 
m ade from the plutonium 
that 
is a b y -p ro d u c t of 
> “peaceful 
nuclear reactors. 
Less th an 20 pounds of 
plutonium will make a bomb 
capable of destroying a city. 
Within 10 years, the world s 
annual output of plutonium 
will probably exceed 200,000 
pounds Some of this will be 
shuttled around in vehicles 
that could become targets for 
hijackers. Some of it may In* 
up for sale on a new kind of 
black market. 
There is still time to pre­ 
vent the 1980s from becoming 
that sort of nightmare. But 
only a year or so. 
Recent months have seen 
more ominous developments

than India s bang. One is the 
rush to atomic energy that 
has inevitably followed the 
multiplying of oil prices. An­ 
other is the demonstration of 
suppliers’ eagerness to meet 
the new demands for nuclear 
fuel and e q u ip m en t with 
scant regard for the obliga­ 
tions imposed by the nuclear 
nonproliferation treaty (NI^D 
that came into effect in 1970. 
The treaty forbids any provi­ 
sion of nuclear materials to 
c o u n trie s th a t 
h av e not 
placed all their nuclear ac­ 
tivities under the safeguards 
required by the treaty. 
But agreem en ts for the 
provision of materials, equip­ 
ment and facilities are being 
im plem ented or discussed 
with such recipients as Iran, 
where NPT safeguards are 
not yet in force; Egypt, Israel, 
J a p a n , South A frica and 
Venezuela, which have not 


adhered to the treaty; and In­ 
dia, which has both rejected 
the treaty and, by building an 
explosive device, ruled itself 
out as a legitimate recipient 
under the treaty. 
Canada, whose failure to 
insist on tight safeg u ard s 
a llo w ed 
India to d iv e rt 
enough plutonium to make a 
whole clutch of bombs, the 
United States, where the Nix­ 
on A dm inistration offered 
Egypt and Israel fuel and 
rea c to rs without requiring 
them to accept the non- 
proflieration treaty and its 
s a f e g u a r d s , a n d R u s s ia , 
which is dickering over a 
deal with Japan, are parties 
to the treaty and supposedly 
enthusiastic champions of it. 
F r a n c e , whose n u c le a r 
favors have been or are now 
likely to be dispensed to In­ 
dia, Iran, Israel, Japan and 
S outh A frica, has n e v e r 
joined the treaty, but it for­ 
mally undertook at the start 
to behave exactly as if it had. 
Ironically, China, the only 
E 
resent nuclear power that 
as refused to have anything 
to do with the treaty, is also 
— so far — the only one that 
has shown no interest in sell­ 
ing nu c le a r m a te rials or 
equipm ent to anybody. Its 
nose is clean. 
N ext May a fu ll-sc a le 
conference is to be held to see 
how the treaty has been 


doing, but the air is probably 
going to be filled with w arn­ 
ings that the treaty itsell will 
soon crumble if its terms are 
not fully respected, and if 
prompt efforts are not made 
to buttress its weakest points. 
There will certainly be 
loud demands that the two 
superpow ers should m ake 
more efforts to fulfill the re ­ 
quirement for “cessation of 
the nuclear arm s race at an 
early d ate". The derisory 
a r m s c o n tro l a g r e e m e n ts 
that emerged from Mr. Nix­ 
on’s talks in Moscow in July 
merely increased the non­ 
nuclear states' skepticism 
a b o u t th e s u p e r p o w e r s ’ 
readiness to curb their own 
private competition. 
Several steps bearing even 
more directly on the threat of 
rapid proliferation are now 
being urged by worried ex­ 
perts in unofficial interna­ 
tional discussions. Among 
them are increased p re c a u ­ 
tions against the theft or hi­ 
jacking of nuclear materials, 
whether by guerrilla groups 
or black m arket operators. 
Risks during transit could be 
reduced if processing plants 
were grouped closely together. 
And the temptation for gov­ 
ernm ents to divert plutonium 
into arm s, or to acquire 
w e a p o n s - g r a d e u ra n iu m , 
could be lessened if the 
n u c le a r fuel cy cle w e re 


brought under international 
control — for instance, by 
multinational consortia that 
would run the fabrication 
and processing facilities. 
The mam suppliers of m a­ 
terials and equipment still 
have enough leverage to en­ 
courage the forming of such 
consortia. And, as parties to the 
NPT, they must, if they really 
want to curb proliferation, stop 
playing fast and loose witn 
their treaty obligations. 
Hitherto they have signally 
f a i l e d 
to 
e n c o u r a g e 
adherence by giving coun­ 
tries that join the treaty 
preferential tre a tm e n t. In­ 
deed, by handing out m ateri­ 
als and equipment to non­ 
joiners, they have provided 
an incentive to refrain from 
adherence to the treaty, for 
the recipients are getting 
away without having to a c ­ 
cept NPT safeguards on all 
their nuclear activities, and 
may thus retain their options 
to acquire nuclear arms. 
A total em bargo on sup­ 
plies to countries that have 
no t a c c e p t e d th e n o n ­ 
proliferation treaty would be 
the most effective action. It 
would be no more than the 
strict letter of the treaty re­ 
q uires, and it sh ou ld be 
w arm ly w elcom ed by the 
great majority of the states 
th a t h a v e a c c e p t e d th e 
treaty. 


WASHINGTON - (LENS) 
— American policy towards 
Cuba, like a bawling baby (in 
the metaphor of one colum­ 
nist) is just waiting to he 
changed The justification for 
American support of the dip­ 
lomatic and economic sanc­ 
tions that the Organization of 
American States imposed in 
1964 — that Cuba wasexjHirt- 
mg armed revolution to the 
rest of the hemisphere — has 
found little serious support 
for some years. 
And with Richard Nixon's 
departure goes the former 
President s personal hang-up 
about Fidel Castro, Castro 
recip rocated this distaste 
and the Cuban press long 
spelt Nixon’s name with a 
swastika for the x. 
President Ford appears to 
be more open-minded; in his 
first press conference he 
s tre sse d th a t the U nited 
States would act “in concert” 
with the OAS. Ford knows full 
well that opinion inside the 
OAS is now moving rapidly 
towards lifting sanctions; six 
OAS members have broken 
ran k s to restore relations 
with Havana and a seventh, 
Mexico, never broke off its 


relations. 
The Secretary General of 
the OAS reckons that there is 
now a simole majority in 
favor of relaxing sanctions; 
w ith the new A m e rica n 
policy, that could easily swell 
to the two-thirds majority 
needed to rescind the 1964 
sanctions. 


Outside the form al OAS 
fram ew ork, A rgentina has 
b e e n a s k e d to fin d out 
w h e th e r L a tin A m e ric a n 
countries wish Cuba to be in­ 
vited to attend a Latin Amer­ 
ican m in isters’ conference 
next March; Castro has said 
that, if asked, he would a t­ 
tend.

Peaceful dogfight under NATO sky

LONDON - (LENS) - The 
gloves are off. The competi­ 
tion for the fighter aircraft 
that will replace the aging 
F-104s of Belgium, Denmark, 
Holland and Norway is enter­ 
ing its last, hard-slugging 
stage. It seems certain that 
the finalists are F ra n c e ’s 
Mirage F-l and the Ameri­ 
can Cobra, made by North­ 
rop. But nothing else about 
the affairs is certain. 
The American and French 
governm ents, and the two 
riv a l p la n e -m a k in g c o m ­ 
panies, are working hard to 
outbid each other on price, 
sub-contracting deals and as­ 
sembly arrangements. 
The Americans are calling 
the F-l the last of yesterday’s 
technology, and the French 
say a “European” plane is the 
way for the four countries to 
avoid undue dependence on 
an American that could leave 
Europe any day. 
The toughness of the com­ 
petition is not surprising. At 
stake are not only the con­ 
tracts from the four coun­ 
tries, which will total about 
$37 billion, but spare parts 
for years to come and a good 
possibility for large sales to 
other countries, both in and 
outside Nato.

The 
most important concessions 
the m in isters of the four 
countries could dem and is 
that the country that gets the 
contract should order a subs­ 
tantial number of the win­ 
ning planes for its own air 
force. Not only would this 
reduce the cost per plane, by 
making a longer production 
run, but it would come close 
to creating a standardized 
Nato fighter, a military ad ­ 
v a n ta g e of absolutely un­ 
touchable importance. 
If it turns out that both 
F rance and the United States 


will agree to this, the Ameri­ 
can plane looks like the bet­ 
ter choice. The Americans 
could afford to buy more of 
their Cobras, and would com ­ 
mit them to Nato, something 
France is probably not yet 
ready to do with its planes. 
One paradox of this whole 
business is that neither the 
F ren ch air force nor the 
American one is very keen on 
its own country’s entry in this 
competition. The French have 
a few F-ls in their air force, 
but instead of putting more 
into service they would ra th ­ 
er wait a few years for the 
ACF, a new Mirage which is 
coming alone. 
The A m erican air force 
does not like the Cobra as 
much as the F-15 Eagle, a 
super-deluxe a irc ra ft th at 
may be the best fighter in the 
world but at around $18 mil­ 
lion a copy is also about the 
most expensive; there is a 
fairly low limit to how many 
of these even the powerful 
A m e r ic a n e c o n o m y c a n 
afford. 
But the Americans could 
probably be persuaded to buy 
some of the Cobras, which 
are simpler — as well as 
much cheaper — than the 
F-15s. Congress would proba­ 
bly prefer the cheaper Cobra; 
it is also very keen on the 


standardizing of weapons in 
Nato. 
The second test the four 
buying countries should be 
applying is pure and simple 
cost. The F-l and the Cobra 
are very different aircraft, 
but either is likely to do an 
adequate job. 
The point here is that no 
one really knows what jobs 
will need doing most in the 
1980s, so trying to trade off 
speed ag ain st range, and 
range against payload, and 
payload against two engines 
— differences that are not 
terribly significant anyway 
— is not a very productive 
exercise at this stage of the 
proceedings. More of either 
plane would be better than 
fewer of the other. 
The important thing is that 
Nato should not price its de­ 
fense out of reach. Costs can 
be enormously complicated 
by c o n tr a c tin g a r r a n g e ­ 
ments, and it is a temptation 
for any country to pay a bit 
more if its own people get the 
money. But it is not the job of 
N ato — a n d this p la n e , 
whichever it is — to subsidize 
local industry or solve bal- 
ance-of-payments problems. 
It is to protect Nato Europe 
from the Warsaw pact in the 
1980s.

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Steady Communist gains in South Vietnam 


SAIGON - (LENS) - The 
tide of war in the Mekong 
delta, where more than a 
third of South V ietnam ’s 
population lives, has turned 
perceptibly against the South 
Vietnamese government this 
year. The Communists, far 
from being penned up in the 
delta’s least hospitable areas 
in the far south, are seeping 
back into provinces the gov­ 
ernment thought reasonably 
secure a year ago. 
G eneral Nghi, the com ­ 
mander of the government’s 
forces in the 16 provinces 
that make up the delta re ­ 
gion, admits that he has been 
obliged to change his tactics. 
At the end of 1972 he em ­ 
barked on a huge program of 
building outposts throughout 
the fertile and populated 
parts of the delta. 
The Communist response 
this year has been to bring 
s e le c te d o u tp o s ts u n d e r 
heavier artillery fire than 
ever before, using m ortars 
rockets and Russian wire- 
guided missiles of the kind 
used by the Arabs in the Mid­ 
dle East war last October. In 
some attacks the Communists 
are firing up to 200 rounds, 
several times more than they 
used in an average attack in 
1973. 
The go vernm ent, for its 
p a r t , is f i n d i n g it i n ­ 
creasingly hard to help be­ 
leaguered outposts. General 
Nghi is rationed to 45,000 
ro u n d s a m o n th for his 
105mm guns. He was getting 
five times that amount before 
the “ceasefire" of January, 
1973. 
The sam e reduction in 
American military aid has 
also deprived him of the use 


of helicopters to fly in fresh 
troops to help the attacked 
outposts. The rescuers now 
often have to move by boat or 
truck or on foot, which in­ 
creases the danger of a m ­ 
bush as well as being far 
slower. It is not surprising 
that nearly 200 outposts — 
som e m a n n e d by only a 
handful of men, to be sure — 
have fallen to the Commu­ 
n ists or been a b a n d o n e d 
since the beginning of 1974. 
Although the Communists’ 
forces are still smaller than 
they were just before the 
great Tet offensive of 1968 — 
something over 50,000 men 
now com pared with m ore 
than 70,000 then — they are 
slowly growing. Each prov­ 
ince has been ord ered to 
recruit one local Vietcong 
battalion this year, and more 
than 4,000 North Vietnamese 
troops have come into the 
area so far this year. 
The only Vietcong re g i­ 
ment operating in the delta at 
the moment, Based on Kien 
Hoa province, was recently 
strengthened by 300 young 
no rth ern ers. The result is 
showing. The Americans esti­ 
m ate that only 2 per cent of 
the people living in the delta 
are solidly under Communist 
control, but it is admitted 
that this does not include 
villages where the govern­ 
m ent s p resence is pretty 
nominal — villages, for ex­ 
ample, where government of­ 
ficials do not dare to spend 
the night or where the local 
government outpost has made 
a deal with the Vietcong. 
A m e r i c a n s w h o h a v e 
studied the delta believe that 
all of an Xuyen province ex­ 
cept the province capital and 


the district towns, and half of 
K ien G ian g and Chuong 
Thien, are under heavy Com­ 
munist influence, and that 
Bac Lieu is feeling the pres­ 
sure.

Inflation, wildlife 


The inflationary spiral has hit the 
sta te ’s wildlife. 
State Fish and G am e D irector Ray 
A rn ett 
has 
com p lain ed 
to 
the 
Legislature that his agency, hit by rising 
co sts, 
is 
falling 
behind 
in 
its 
responsibilities to preserve the state’s 
wild anim als and fish. 
With sm all exceptions the fish and 
gam e conservation programs of the 
state have always been financed entirely 
by revenues from hunting and fishing 
license fees. 
This 
has 
been 
the 
source 
for 
payrolling gam e wardens to control 
hunters and fisherm en, restocking the 
stream s and lakes, establishing game 
r e s e r v e s , 
c le a rin g 
stre a m s 
and 
transferring wild anim als encroached 
upon by urban developm ents, and a host 
of 
other program s operated by the 
departm ent in its gam e management 
efforts. 
Funds, 
occasionally 
fortified 
by 
lim ited 
federal 
appropriations, 
have 
been adequate for the conduct of most of 
the program s until the last few years 
Now 
despite 
license 
fee 
increases 
authorized by the 1971 Legislature, the 
departm ent 
is 
confronted 
with 
a 


growing deficit. 
Arnett says the fee increases have 
been eroded by inflation. He said not 
only have salary increases granted all 
state employes caused the erosion but 
costs of fish food and gasoline along with 
all 
other 
operating 
expenses 
have 
skyrocketed 
Without additional financing Arnett 
says 
he 
is confronted 
with 
further 
retrenchm ents. Already, he reported, he 
was compelled to defer $2 million in the 
1973-74 capital outlay budget and has 
been forced to drop critically needed 
projects 
While he is again proposing license fee 
increases 
to 
apply 
to 
com m ercial 
fishing, 
fish 
canneries 
and 
other 
processors, and to sportsm en as well, 
Arnett says there is a lim it to such 
increases beyond which there is a point 
of diminishing returns. 
He has long argued that the present 
method of financing game management 
is unfair. He says it imposes the entire 
cost upon cne segm ent of society, the 
sportsmen. 
“ W hy," 
he 
asks, 
“ should 
the 
sportsmen alone be forced to pay, at 
ever 
increasing 
levels, 
for 
wildlife 


program s which benefit everyone9" 
His position is based upon the fact that 
his departm ent is charged with many 
environm ental program s of no specific 
benefit to the sportsmen as such 
"O f the 200 or more species of wild 
anim als in this state, we only perm it the 
hunting of about seven per cent Only 35 
per cent of all species of fish may be 
taken.” 
The protection of the flora and fauna 
has becom e an increasing concern to 
Californians, as it has to Am ericans 
throughout the country. No longer is the 
motivation m erely preservation of game 
to hunt and fish to hook but one of 
overall environmental preservation As 
such it becom es a charge upon all 
citizens not m erely the sportsmen 
In recognition of this Arnett has asked 
the Legislature to undertake studies of 
alternative methods for financing his 
departm ent's operations 
An earlier suggestion, not prompted 
by A rnett’s agency, which might have 
produced sufficient funds has so far 
been ignored by the lawm akers. That 
one sought to avoid any new taxes by 
earm arking sales tax revenues, from 
the sale of sporting goods, to the fish and 


gam e funds. While this could easily be 
accom plished, 
it 
may 
not 
now 
be 
adequate and a legislative study may 
develop a better and broader base for 
financing 
the 
w ildlife 
protection 
program s.

She said sure and here 
we go.” he said “ We promised 
each other we would go this 
year.” 
For their travels the O’Dells 
will pack a specially equipped 
4-wheel drive utility truck with 
extra gasoline tanks, gauges

cabinets

maps, 
atlases and personal belong­ 
ings. 
The truck may turn out to 
be a pretty small house after 
two years,” she said. “ Some­ 
times we wished we didn’t have 
the truck so we could travel 
lighter. But we think it will 
work out.” 
The couple plan to spend six 
months in Asia, three months 
in the Middle East, five months 
in Europe, seven months in 
Africa, four months in South 
America and three months in 
Central America.

employed to transport the tons 
of records to the spacious new 
Courthouse quarters on Friday, 
while phones rang and aides 
carried on somehow with the 
work of registration and other 
duties under direction of chief 


clerk Bob Kirkpatrick 
Basically, 
the move 
was 
made — it was explained - to 
provide more space for the 
office staff and to place the 
office in close proximity to the 
electronic 
vote-counting 
machines, 
housed 
in 
the 
Courthouse 
basement 
The 
move also places the election 
office in the same building with 
the 
county 
clerk's 
office. 
County Clerk Howard Menzel 
supervises 
the 
election 
division, and also will take on 
the added duties of heading the 
consolidation of the county 
recorder’s 
office 
with 
the 
Clerk's 
office 
early 
next 
January 
Several 
persons 
reporting 
difficulties at the outset in 
locating the relocated election 
headquarters, 
but
